1. 



The original allowable claim 2 is amended into an independent claim that 



incorporates all structural limitations of the original claim 1 and includes further 
limitations previously brought forth in the original allowable claim 2. The dependent 
claims 3, 4 and 6 are rewritten to be of sufficient clarity and detail to enable a person of 
average skill in the art to make and use the instant invention, so as to be pursuant to 35 
USC 112. No new matter has been included. 

Response to Rejection of Claims 1 to 6 under 35USC112 

2. The applicant submits that the amended claims 2, 3, 4, and 6 particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter of the instant invention, as pursuant to 
35USC112.
